The seventh annual dinner of the MeUl 
Pollsbera and Brass Worfcers' Union was 

held Friday night at the Labor T.yceum 
of Brooklyn. "Trusts, Capitalistic and 
Proletarian," were the subject of an ad- 
dress by Dr. William J. O'Sullivan, the 
mcdioo-lagal expert, who is counsel for 
the New York labor nnieaa. Dr. O'Sulli- 
van said, in part: 

" K II r n pc .u 1 r i V i 1 i zations La ve developed 
luider the competitive system. The com- 
t)etitive idea is aggressive and emphasizes 
individualism. Co-operation is a Semitic 
idea and until recently was rejected by 
the Arjran race; iu keynote ia collectiv- 
iam. "The competitive idea is warlike; 
the co-operative idea in its full develop- 
ment is socialism, while ita ineoniplcte 
form gives us trusts. 

"Labor has blundered by adopting the 
trust methods of capital and in failing to 
apprehend its own inequality before the 
law. Capital seeks unfair advantage 
through the black list I,abor presses iU 
demands through the boycott. The blsck 
list and the boycott are m ethode of coerc- 
ing and punishing through concerted ac- 
tion. Ivvory argument against one applies 
with equal force against the other. In 
our courts labor's great disadvantage is 
that the judiciary favors the large vested 
interests. Opulent coiporations brush 
aaidc the statutes and ignore constitu- 
tional libritatioM.

"The methods of these eomaiercial 

gamblers are ever the same, whether im- 
posing semi slavery in Kitnberly or de- 
stroying a labor union at Id.iho. Moneyed 
trusts have taken (U-ep root in our coui- 
aanoity. In my mind the proper metho<) 
of doaliag witb tbem is to develop and 
extend their oo^iperative feature, in- 
stead of a few predatory rich men con- 
trolling the general necessities suscepti- 
ble of trust formation, the community 
itself should form the trust. This would 
give municipal, State and Federal owner- 
ship of the great monopolies. 

"In the United States we create |1C5,- 
000,000 more wealth every month than 
weconsum*. Baaad on reliable statistics, 
24,00<) peraoBB own one-half the national 
wea Ith of the United SUtes, both real 
and iRTsonal. Our entire wealth is owned 
by less than li'iO.iMMi ]>ersons. The total 
wealth of the t nite<l States is estimated 
at |82,000,0OO,(HM>. It has Uken 270 
years to accumulate this vast amount of 
property. In thirty-five ynra 24,000 per- 
sons out of our 78,000,000 have poasesaed 
themselves of half of thia wealth. How 
long will it be before we are wbtro Rome 
and Ivgypt were when their civilisations 
underwent complete disintegration? 

"The day of the labor union, with its 
antique methcMls, has reached its sun- 
down. The Federal and State adminis- 
trationa cmelly oppreas, while the courts 
and the miUtary are cruahlng ttaam. Par- 
liamentary and judicial prMMdinga on 
their behalf are farcical and nugatory. 
Might and right have become synonymcs, 
and be who has the greatoat adght ia ac- 
corded the moat right. 

"There are two solutions of the prob- 
lem. The firak is peaceful and empha- 
■isea the aaoeaaity for labor entering poli- 
tics, unaffiliated with the older political 
bodies. Shaping its progress on co- 
operative lines for the good of the many 
!ind denying privileges to the oppressive 
! w. The alternative solution would al- 
low matters to drift as they are at present; 
let agitation on property qualifications 
for the voter proceed until the toiler is 
disf ranchiaad, aad wbon aaridom becomes 
unendnrable, attempts to cut the Gordian 
knot by a rude and bloody argument such 
aa the French adopted iu 1798."

The National League Loses a 
Prominent Upholder of 
Its Policy. 



Jos. }■'.. Kenny, City Coroner of Dublin, 
who.se death was briefly mentioned in 
these columns, was born in 1895. In 
1870 he was admitted to the profession of 
medicine. At an early period in his pro- 
fessional career ha took a prominent part 
in Irish poUtica, favoring the popular 
side. Dr. Kenny was one of the followers 
of Charles Stewart Pamell, and partici 
pated in most of the leading events of the 
Irish leader's political career, and when 
the division in the ranks of the Irish Par 
liameutary party came about he was one 
of the moat prominent upholders of the 
Parnellita policy in Irish political life. 
Dr. Keaay, duriof tha atomy days of 
the Irlah politiGal movement, in tha early 
dghtiea, came in for his share of atten 
tlonat the hands of the Coercionist party. 
In 1881 be was arrebted and confiued as a 
"suspect" in Kilmaiuham jail. At that 
time he held an appointment as one of 
the medical offioera of the North Dublin 
Union, and on his arrest he was dismissed 
from Uaottoe by order of Cliief Sactatary 
Foater. When a debate on the subject 
was raised in the House of Commons by 
the Irish memtiers Mr. Gladstone inter- 
vened and by his oniers Dr. Keuny wss 
reinstated in hii po:<ition. The deceased 
was oue of the Treasurers of the Land 
League and subsequently of the National 
I^cague. In 1886 he was elected member 
for Sooth Cork and oontinoad a repre- 
senUtive of that diTision nntiU 1892, 
when he was elected to represent the Col- 
lege Creeu division in Parliament. This 
division he lepreseuted until 1890. For 
some years past Mr. Kenny filled the 
position of City Coroner.

At the laat astbnal coaveatfoa of the

John T. Keating, of Chicago, and the 
Hon. Edward J. SUttery, of South 
Pramingham, Maaa, Tha fonnar received 
1 67 votes and Slattery 114. Kaatiag waa 
consequently elected tha first Natloaal 
President of the reunited AodsBt Order 
of Hibernians. 

John T. Keating is a native of Cork 
City, Ireland, and was bom on July 7, 
188S. Hia father, Daniel D. Keating, 
waa a well-to^o bnaiaaaa nan. Young 
Kaatiiif recoiMd Ms edneatioB in aome 
of tha faaiosa achools of Ireland. He 
firat attended Millikeu's private school 
at Cork, later entering Rockwell's Col- 
lege at Tipperary and completed bis 
course of study at the French College, 
Black Rock, near Dublin. After finish- 
ing his education he entered a leading 
house in the wholesale grocery bnalness 
in Cork and acquired a thoroogh knowl- 
edge of that branch of commerce. For 
about seventeen years he has been a resi- 
dent of Chicago, where he asjoya aa en- 
viable name and reputation. 

Keating has always been a stanch and 
consistent Catholic and a sealous and 
patriotic Irishman. He baa ever been 
ready with hia voice, pan and porae to 
halp the canaa of his oppr ea aed conntry, 
and has been in no inooosiderable risk in 
the past, when patriotism was a mnch 
more heroic virtue in Ireland than it is 
of late years. He has long been identified 
with the Democratic party, and wielded 
considerable influence in its counsel at 
all times. 

Keating waa ia 1890 elected Preaident 
of Divlsioa M ia Hyde Park aad ia 1894 
8Uta President of the Hibernians. He 
waa in charge of the arrangements for 
Irish day at the World's I'air, and also of 
the new Irish movement which resuUe<l 
in the formation of the Irish National 
Alliance. He assisted iu organizing the 
Irish Bmployment Bureau, which haa 
enabled thousands of young Irishmen to 
obtain work. He haa sefred aa Chief 
Ranger of St. Cecilia's Court, C. O. F., 
and as President of the United Irish So- 
cieties. He was appointed by Mayor 
Harrison a member of the Bofcrd of Edu- 
cation in 1898 and is still serving aa each.

Before the opening of the convention 
the delegatea attended rolemn high maas 
in a body at tha Cathedral of the Holy 
Cross, which had beaa tendered the 
Hibernians by His Grace Archbishop 
Williams, who occujjied his throne and 
made manifest his interest in the order. 
Father John Cummins, State Chaplain of 
Massachusetts, was the celebrant of the 
maas, assisted by several other clergymen.

The repreaentatives of more than 100,- 
000 members of the Ancient Order of 
Hibemlana convened in historic Paneuil 

Hall, Boston, Tuesday, when National 
President John Keating opened the 
eleventh biennial and the forty-second 
annual convention of the order. Delegatea 
were preaent from every Stats ia the 
Union, and Canada was alao r a p raa aat sd 
by a good-sized delegation, This is the 
second time the national convention has 
been held in Uoston, the first taking place 
in i sTlt. Since that time the order has 
made phenomenal gains ia membership, 
and the last gathering was the most nota- 
ble in the history of the organization. 

Tha oacars of the State oiganiaation 
and the rank and file of the several divls 
ions all over the State considered it a 
great honor lo have the convention meet 
there at this time, and the delegates and 
visiting members received a royal wel- 
come from the Hibernians in and around 
Boston, whose promise to send them 
hoBM with nothing but the pleasanteat 
recollections of their stay was faithfully 
kept. 

The State of Maaaachuaetta aad the 

city of Boston took official notice of the 
convention. Gov. Crane reviewed the 
thousands of Iliberni.ins wlio marched 
by the State House on Wednesday after- 
noon. The city of Bostoa was repre- 
sented at the convention on Tuesday by 
Mayor Hart, who extended the welcome 
on behalf of the dty, aad he was also 
preaent at the banquet and reapoadad to 
the toast, "The City of Boaton."

A Rev. Dr. MacArthvr, Baptist 

preacher, delivered a harangue on 

" Political Romanism, Patriotic 
Americanism," in New York. It 
waa the ttstul stereotyped tirade 
against the Catholic church, clergy, 
religious and individuals generally. 
Based on falsehood, ignorance and 
prejudice, they were pictnred as a 
menace to the free institutions of 
the country, tlic rights, property 
and lives of the American people,

AfMTHBR HEN ACE. 

The street car men of St. Louis, 
after vninly endeavoring to induce 
the company to consider their de- 
mands, have gone on strike and 
street car traflSc is suspended. 
Public sympathy is all but unani- 
mously with the strikers. Business 
men and the dty government are 
striving to bring about an adjust- 
ment of the trouble, the Mayor 
urging a conference and arbitrction. 
To this the strikers replied they had 
offered this to the company, but had 
been ignored; the company an- 
swered there was nothing to arbi- 
trate; all they wanted was police 
protection to enable them to run 
their cars and demanding that the 
Mayor furnish such protection. 
There has already been violence 
and disorder, in whiph the strikers 
have not partidpatfKl. The com- 
pany, as usual with such arbitrary 
employers.assumes no one's interest 
but their own is involved, and are 
attempting to carry out their pur- 
pose roKardlcss of the rights, prop- 
erty, peace or convenience of the 
entire community, and expect to be 
backed up by the city and State 
governments at the public expense. 



The indications are they will be 
disappointed. The people of St. 
Louis seem to realize they have 
righu to be reflected and property 
and interesta to be protected as well 
as the .street railway company, and 
while it may quarrel with its em- 
ployes it must do so with ita own 
reaonroes. at ita expense and in- 
convenience alone. P'vcn if the 
Mayor and Governor were disposed 
to furnish the protection asked by 
the street railway company, it is 
doubtful if the people of St. Louis 
would tolerate such a course, which 
would only result in disturbance 
and bloodshed. Of course property 
will be protected and peace pre- 
served, but the railway company 
should not be given such indorse- 
ment and ooK>peration by the an 
thorities as amounta to upholding 
their arrogance and disregard of the 
public. They are but part of the 
whole, not ita master; their inter- 
ests are not more than others, and 
their duty as great and binding. 
No one, whatever his plea or inter- 
esta, has the right to disturb the 
peace, trench upon the righta, men- 
ace the property, interesta or lives 
of the public, much less be entitled 
to police protectioa at pablic ex- 
pense to enable him to do so. If 
the Mayor and Governor do their 
duty the St. Louis Street Railway 
Company will be halted in their 
arrogant courae and public opinion 
will do the rest— force them to set- 
tle on some sort of terms. 

DEWEVS BAD BREAK. 



Adn.iral Dewey stated that he 
lat -a politician oor a statesman 
— only a sailor— had no destre to 
enter politics, and declined to be- 
come a candidate for President. 
Subsequently be changed his mind ; 
it required no special qualification, 
education or training to be Presi- 
dent, since his only duty was to 
enforce the law — and he launched 
his boom for President on any 
ticket, any or no platform. "The 
shoemaker should stick to his last" 
is more than a mere adage; it cou- 
tains sound logic, and fits Dewey 
exactly. Had he foUowfsd it, not 
changed his mind, remained only a 
sailor, he might have avoided dem- 
onstrating the truth of his assertion 
that he was "not a politician nor a 
statesman," and inviting denuncia- 
tion and ridicule by attempting to 
pose as such as a candidate for 
Prerident. His every utterance on 
State matters and political ques- 
tions has shown his ignorance and 
lack of appreciation of their gravity, 
bnt it remained for the St. Louis 
banquet to afford the climax of his 
astounding lack of knowledge of 
the diplomatic and international 
history of the United States Gov- 
ernment, and indicates what a 
"gootl thing" for Kngland he would 
make in the Presidential office. 

In his response at the St. Louis 
banquet he said "We (the United 
States) can whip any nation on 
earth except Kngland, and she is 
our best friend." "Holy smokel 
what yer bin rcaidin'?" would ex- 
claim any school boy not at the foot 
of his history class. And this from 
a candidate for President, asking to 
be placed in anthority to represent 
the people in dealing with other na- 
tions. That Dewey knows nothing 
of the diplomatic history of this 
Government is apparent, and that 
England would be likely to wield 
him, as President, as she desired to 
bring about "doaCTidaik|ns of the 
Angk>-Saxon rao^HlHPpdent, 
as he is clearly susceptible to flat- 
tery of I'.nglish professions of de- 
voted fiit:ud.ship, and too confiding 
to suspect or discern the motive and 
purpose of such affectionate declara- 
tions. From the date of Kngland 



compulsory recognition of the inde- 
pendence of the United States she 
has ignored and sought to harass, 
circumscribe and toOMich upon the 
national r^hta of the United States 
by every art of deception and trick- 
ery. It required the war of 1812 
to compel her to recognise Ameri- 
can rights on the high seas and 
respect the immunity of the Ameri- 
can citizen. Ever since, at all times, 
under all cirettoiatuicw and on all 
issues arising as the result of our 
development and growth, I'ngland 
has sought to grab some territory, 
acquire some privilege, occupy some 
position, arrogate some right, claim 
some advantage over the United 
States, even though in violation of 
treaty ard international equity, if 
not the law and policy of tbia Gov- 
ernment. On the Northern frontier, 
in the Bering sea, and even now in 
Alaska, she has used Canada as a 
catspaw in audi procedure, claiming 
juri.sdiction, police power, taxing 
American enterprise, industry and 
commerce, not only within her own 
territory, but even questioning the 
surveyed lines of demarkation and 
assuming to act within American 
territory. 

She is the latest and mo«t persist- 
ent violator of the Monroe doctrine, 
and foiled in this, now seeks to pre- 
vent the United States from build- 
ing the Nicaragtu canal, or «t least 
having her privileges preferred over 
other nations in the matter if it is 
built. And thus it is md has been 
contintiously. Bi^rinnd has always 
intruded, interfered, obstructed 
and sought to despoil us of some- 
thing, always professing friendship, 
but seeking gain and profit. No 
other nation has done so. If they 
have had claims or rights involved 
at any lime, they have presented 
them formally and settled them in 
the usual diplomatic way, openly 
and honorably. And all nations, 
except Kngland, have been uni- 
formly and unceasingly the friends 
of the United Statca. 

Kngland alone has been and is 
still our uncompromising, persist- 
ent and wily enemy, and Kngland 
alone is the only nation that has 
ever provoked war with us and the 
only nation we have ever whipi>ed, 
and that twice. Of course, we do 
not count Spain, which did not de- 
clare, but Bought to avoid war with 
us, and whose defeat was a fore- 
gone conclusion before a gun was 
fired ; and Spain has ever been a sin- 
cere and honorable friend of the 
United States. 

But Dewey does not .seem to have 
read that history or to have heard 
much o& it. What a sorry spectade 
ho would make as a candidate for 
President! A targ-it for the puu- 
ster, a butt of ridicule for even the 
small boy I For in politics Dewey 
would be simply a candidate, and 
his glory as the hero of Manila 
would not overshadow his short- 
comings in qualifications nor effect 
his utterances on matters he docs 
not understand. Dewey should drop 
out of politics as suddenly as he 
entered. His place is the one he 
now occupies — Admijral of the navy, 
in which he has brought glory to 
the nation and honor to himself. 
Admiral Dewey should "stick to 
his last."

The Metaf Association, represent- 
ing most of the manufacturers of 
iron building materials, have agreed 
with the International Association 
of Machinists to settle all differ- 
ences by arbitration and to adopt 
a nine-hour da|r six months from 
date. This is specially significant, 
as the building contractois of Chi- 
cago, who are fighting organized 
labor, sought and relied on the co- 
operation of the building material 
proprietors to aid them by refusing 
to supply material to employers of 
union Ubor. The contractors would 
do better to imitate the metal man- 
ufacturers, meet their employes on 
fair grounds, settle their contention 
and resume building operations, or 
possibly some other contractors may 
atep in, take ^p the building in 
Chicago, and s<ime heretofore pros- 
perous contractors may find their 
occupation gon«— especially since it 
seems the metAl manufacturers are 
likely to solve the material problem 
by furnishing material to whoever 
will buy it, ui^u labor not being 
objectionable t^ them^. The cpn- 
tractors in Chicago have been 
whipped for several weeks and they 
ought to wake up to that fact before 
it is too late. 



COMMERCIAL REPUDIATED. 

The Louisville Commercial, "The 
Only Republican Paper in the 
South," has been turned down by 
the City Council, which is unani- 
mously Republican. For a recog- 
nized organ of a political party to 
be set adde by ita party for a paper 
of opposing politics is a kick em- 
phatic and humiliating. The Coun- 
cil are commended for doing what 
the Republican Committee, should 
have done. The public have months 
ago passed up the sheet, and its 
circulation has decreased to a level 
with ita lost prestige.

Irish immigration atatlatieaaentinue to 
reveal a decieisdng population in Ireland. 
The report of the Register General of 

Irtlaiiil for 1H(I!» was laid on the table of 
the H*nise of Gomtttons a few days ago, 
and it shows that the number of emi- 
grants who left Ireland in the year were 
43,750, or 9.7 per 1,000 of the eatimated 
population, and an incraaae of 9,876 over 
the nunbera of 1886. Deducting thoae 
who were nativea of other eonntriea than 
Ireland, the net emigration of native 
Irish was ll,'2't2, being an increa.se of 
H.yyi over the previous year. .\s usual, 
the bulk were vouiiji men and women, 
8'i per cent, being between the ages of 
fifteen and thirty-five. Of the total, 35,- 
43S, or 86.9 per cent, went to tbe Unitwl 
SUtea, 1,006 to Anatralia, 897 to Canada 
and 4,141 to Great Britain.

Patrick Bradley, a venerable and re- 
spected Catholic of County Derry, died 
recently at the advanced age of eighty- 
three years. Decessed waa an ardent 
Nationalist and ever ready to advocate 
and support the canse of ttia tonant 
farmer, who was struggling beneath the 
crusbiqg tyranny of landlordism. 

At a moating of the Wicklow County 
Council held in Wicklow a resolution in- 
dorsing the prindples of the United Irish 
League and recommending the establish- 
ing of branches in every district in the 
county was proposed by William Costello, 
seconded by C. Walsh, and pssaed with 
ouly one diasenting vote. 

The NationaUata in Weatmeath are 
founding branches of the United Irish 
T./eague. In a short time the number 

will be very large. Westmeath has been 
always in the front rank in the fight for 
the nation's rights and the people's local 
rights and will not be abaent from what 
may be the final atmnte for "the land 
for the people." 

John Gibbons is a candidate for the 
seat in the Municipal Council of Dublin 
formerly held by W. K. Redmond, M. 
P., whoreaigned it aa a protest sgainat 
the action of the co rp o rat ion in 
reference to the address to the Queen. 
Gibbons is a well-known labor man and 
a sterling Nationalist. '^'He is being sup- 
ported by the I,abor Kleetenl Aasoda- 
Uon. 

Last month the police in Bandon were 
informed that a tragic affair had hap- 
pened near Ballineon.
